AUNT FIDS HER

\Albert Velsor, of Westbury, L. I, who
was employed by the Long Island Rail-
roud as a freight agent at Bushwick
Junoction, was found early to-day hang-
{ng in the cellar at his home. He is be-
lleved o have taken his life late last
nignt, as it is sald he was known to
have been moving about the house dur-
ing the evening.

Velsor was twventy-three yeara of age
and unmarried. He llved with two aunts,
one of whom, Miss M. Velsor, expected
to be married on New Year's Day 10 a
Boston man, It was she who dircovered
her nephew's body at 0 o'clock this
morning. The house being o©old, Miss
Velsor descended to the cellar to stant
up the furnace. She found her nephew
hanging from a beam.

Singularly enough, hia feet trailed on
the floor, owing to his height. The

hysiclan who was called stated that
C‘eisnr must have held his feat clegr
of the floor untll unconsclous to efect
his purnose. The shock was so great
to Miss Velsor that she fainted and
fell to the cellar floor, where she re-
mained unconscious for more than an
hour, She then recovered and awakened
her sister, the only remaining inmate
of the house, and the two unaccom-
.anled made thelr way to the nearest
house, a considerable distance, and told
their story to a neighbor,
